days. A week later, 
fifty 


females, 
under favorable 


conditions are ready to de- 
posit a total of 50,000 eggs.

Prac- 
tical suggestions relative to 
methods of fly control may

nals, nor Inmates of any state 
supported institution. Those who 
are eligible must have lived In 
Texas at least five years, during 
the nine immediately preceding 
application and in the state con- 
tinuously for one year. 


AH other restrictions and lim- 


itations would have to be set up 
by the legislature. 


The amendment authorizes the 


legislature to accept money from 
the federal government for 
the 


Same purpose. It Is presumed that 
Federal 
funds 
would 
match 


state 
funds. 
The 
maximum 


amount to .be paid by the state 
would be $15 per 
person "per 


month. It is presumed that the 
Federal government would match 
state funds. 
The total pension 


per person per month in this caso 
it is presumed would be $30. The 
amounts might be smaller, how- 
evre; but not larger. 


It Is estimated that the cost 


of this pension to the state would 
run between forty and fifty mil- 
lion dollars annually. No provi- 
sion is made for the income. It 
would be up to the legislature to 
determine

would come from. The legislature 
would have to enact such laws 
as it deemed proper to utilize the 
right granted by the amendment.

is to cheapen life Itself by caus- 
ing people generally to undervalue 
the life of the criminal, and to in- 
crease the morbid desires of sen- 
sation seekers."
